terrupted by certain active Remedies, in thoſe who were | 
firſt ſeized with it, and the diligent Admiſſion of the re- 
quiſite Prophyla®ics preventing its baneful Diffuſion. 
The Directors of ſo charitable an Undertaking have | 
repeatedly intimated, That the principal acute Diſeaſes 
of this maritime Situation were introduced from Ireland. 
The alarming Contagion which took place in an adja- 
cent Diſtrict / Corticłle and prevailed during the Months 
of July and Auguſt, was of this an inconteſtable Proof, 
Communicated by a Seaman from Waterford to his Bro- 
ther in Law, it extended its peſtilential Virulency to 
every Inhabitant of Four Families connected with him, 
even to a Child of Five Months old. The Patients 
were as uſual ſeized with the Symptoms of the cold Fit 
of Fever, terminated by exceſſive Heat and profuſe Per- 
ſpiration ; the Criſis of the Diſeaſe being marked by 
their evident Remiſſion upon the fith or 14th Day. 
The chief Singularity was that of ſometimes admitting a 
powerful and painful Determination to the Bowels, 
Imprudent Expoſure to Cold, when apparently recover- 
ing, would oft induce a very active and permanent Exa- 
; cerbation 
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cerbation of Fever, and threaten an unfavourable Event: 
but the moſt perilous Urgency of Diſeaſe ſeemed to de- 


pend upon a relaxed and languid State of the Syſtem : 


Hence the only fatal Inſtance occurred in an aged Wo- 
man, who to natural Infirmity added the Fatigue of con- 


ſtantly attending the Sick, and other Circumſtances ex- 
citive of univerſal Debility. Of the various Means em- 
ployed to prevent the future Communication of this 
dangerous Malady, the principal were an Attention to- 
Cleanlineſs, Ventilation, and the Temperature of the 


Air, with the Aſſiduous Employment of certain Pro- 


pbylactics; eſpecially the Exploſion of Gun- powder and 
the Evolution of the Nitrous Acid. * 

To purify and render ſalubrious the Air of ſuch con- 
tagious Situations, the Effluvia ariſing from Lime have 
alſo been admitted. A late propoſed Mode of beneficial- 


ly diffuſing them was by hanging up, in the Chambers 
of the Sick, Cloths iteeped in Lime Water, and frequent- 


In Addition to the Method of conducting the Proceſs deſcribed at Page 
the 5th of our laſt Year's Report, it may not be improper to note, that if a 


perpetual Effuſion of the Nitrous Vapour is required, the Veſſel containing 
the Nitre and Vitriolic Acid might be placed over a Lamp: the ſumigating 
One invented for the Purpoſe by Mozer is particularly recommended. 


This Ex pedient, from the Succeſs which attended it, appears to poſſels a

Serpentaria Decoctions, the Bark in every Form, 
Wine, and Opiates: which laſt, with Afringents, became

Amongſt the lower Claſſes of People, where little Re- 
gard could be paid to the proper Government of the 
Regimen, (eſpecially its principal Articles of Air and 
Diet) this Contagion raged with peculiar Violence. 
Repeated Emetics, topical Blood-letting, with the occa- 
ſional Application of B/fers, were chiefly relied upon. 
Their Efficacy, i in ſenſibl alleviating. the Urgency: of: 
preſent Symptoms, and ſometimes preventing any ex- 
pected dangerous Attack, was always obſervable. In, 
the laſt Stage of the Diſeaſe, when an inflammatotfy 
Tendency no longer prevailed, vegetable and mineral 
Tonics with Antiſpaſmodies | and external Stimulants, 
became manifeſtly uſeful,” It muſt be acknowledged 
that in a Malady not leſs tedipus and painful ta its Ob- 
jects, than alarming to their relative Connexions, very 
permanent Advantage has been derived, excluſive of me- 
dical Aid, from varying the Mode ot Living of the Pa- 
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tient; particularly permitting a total Change of Air, or 
rather, in mild and temperate Weather, a long continued 
Stream of it. In this Diſeaſe 184 Patients have been at- 
tended to, and though ſeveral long ſuffered very diſtreſs- 
ful Symptoms, two only were fatal Caſes. | 

The Natural Small Pox, which appeared in different 
Situations the Whole of this Year, were at firſt remark- 
ably favourable : the Eruptions, whoſe Number and 
Confluency always indicate and determine the Degree of 
Danger, being perfectly diſtin, This Diſeaſe ſoon 
after aſſuming a Form of malignant Putreſcency, was 
mortal to at leaſt one in Six Perſons who received the 
Contagion. As the Town and Neighbourhood had 
ſuffered its general Prevalency, and as many inſuperable 
Prejudices againſt INocuLATION ſtill remain, few were 
the Applications for its Benefits. 32 Children have 
been, however; admitted ; increaſing the total Number, 
ſince the Winter of 1783, to 1111. Several Inſtances of 
the mildeſt Species of Meaſles, requiring domeſtic, chief- 
ly pectoral, Expedients, alſo occurred. | 

No Dyſenteric Patients have applied lately: thoſe of 
Diarrhea, more powerful than in former Seaſons, were 
remitted to. the curative or palliative Aids of opzate, 
aftringent, and ſtrengthening Remedies. 

To the Imbecillities and morbid Affections, which 
inceſſant Labour unavoidably excite, the Friends of this 
Charity may advert with a mixt Senſation of Sorrow 
and Gratification. Whilſt they commiſerate that Ne- 
ceſſity and thoſe Exertions to relieve it which, at an 


early Period of Life ſometimes occaſion all the Infirmi-
